Postmaster General Sum- 
merfield said,- “This new 
facility will be another im- 


portant step in the Post Of- 
fice Department’s Moderniza- 
tion Program which was au- 
thorized by Congress with the 
valued assistance of Senator 
Kuchel. The Program is mak- 
ing significant improvements 
in postal services for the pub- 
lic by providing new build- 
ings and equipment, designed 
for efficient and economical 
mail-handling.” 

The Postmaster General 
said that, ‘Under the Post Of- 
fice Department’s Commer- 
cial Leasing Program, the De- 
partment is now awarding 
contracts for new postal facil- 
ities at the accelerated rate 
of over five buildings every 
working day. To achi¢ve com- 
plete modernization of the 
postal plant, a totai of 12,000, 
post OfficeS must be modern- | 
ized or replaced due to lack 
of space and obsolescence.” 

Modern Service 

Adding further details con- 
cerning postal service today, 
he noted that “the more than 
35,000 post offices are hand- 
ling a total of 63 billion pieces 
of letter mail and parcel post. 
annually. This is an all-time 
record and an increase of 
more than 24 percent above 
the approximately 50 billion 
pieces handled annually only 
10 years ago.”’ 

Summerfield said that the 
postal facility will be typical 
of many others going up else- 
where throughout the country. 
“These new post offices,’ he 
said, “contain not only the 
modern patron-service coun- 
ters and eye-saving fluores- | 
cent lighting, but provision is 
made for patron service after 
regular business hours.”
